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FOUL RIDING. 


OT that we possess greater wisdom than the 

average of mankind, but when we read the 
names O’Donnell, McCrossen, Connelly, Heupel, 
Zucchini, as riders in the Breeders’ Futurity, we 
remarked to a man who is connected with the 
owner of one of the horses running that day that 
the race seemed certain to be marred by foul 
riding. It was, to us, like reading from the pages 
of an open book, and we'll read it to you for 
future reference. 

Connelly and Heupel, the former unwelcome 
on most tracks, and the latter barred in practi- 
cally every racing state except Kentucky, have 
powerful political connections, for what reason 
we do not know. The stewards stands in Ken- 
tucky are politically filled and politically con- 
trolled, as is also the State Racing Commission. 

Connelly and Heupel, therefore, enjoy a cer- 
tain immunity. Other riders know this. Steve 
O'Donnell brought on from the East for the 
mount on Pansy Walker, and McCrossen, who 
came from Chicago for the mount on Gallant 
Knight, have knowledge of these existing con- 
ditions. Zucchini, like all others except perhaps 
a few toddling apprentices, knows of it. It was 
our impression that one or all of those riders 
would be trying to beat the next man to any foul 
advantage that might be taken, and it now is our 
belief that O’Donnell, better than a green hand 
at any angle of the game, went to the post with 
intent to “beat the others to the rough stuff,” 
an expression frequently employed in jockey 
circles. 

He deliberately ‘piled ’em right after the 
Start, and successfully put both Connelly and 
Heupel out of contention in the early stages. The 
inefficient officials in the stand failed to observe 
this, all of which was plain to many keen-eyed 
persons in the grandstand and on the ground, 
and O’Donnell was able to go back to the East 
unpunished. 

But the stewards did see Gallant Knight, the 
winner, interfere with Busy, and they suspended 
McCrossen for thirty days. That was the least 
they could have done, but they did not disqualify 
Gallant Knight. 

The offense was committed under the very eyes 
of the officials. They considered it to have been 


a foul, for which McCrossen was_ responsible, 
otherwise they would not have punished him. 
Regardless of the fact that the rider’s name is 
McCrossen or that it might have been any other 
name, or that the winning horse was named 
Gallant Knight or that it might have been any 
other name, we think the proper action to have 
taken in that instance would have been to dis- 
qualify the winner and rule off the rider. We 
think, too, that Steve O’Donnell should have been 
ruled off for the offense committed shortly after 
the start. 

Such action would have been consistent with 
that taken after the finish of the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity in 1922, when Betty Beall was disqualified 
and Walter Taylor was put under the ban. 

Again we say the Lexington officials are either 
weak or incompetent, and that the racing public 
is entitled to have better protection from foul 
riders than it is getting. 


LEXINGTON. 


E have heard from unofficial sources that no 
money was made by the Kentucky Associa- 
tion at its autumn meeting. which closed Wed- 
nesday of last week, but The Cincinnati En- 
quirer comes along with the report that the meet- 
ing “proved fairly profitable.” The Enquirer ex- 
plains that “fairly profitable means breaking 
even,” and goes on to say: 


“With financiers and others it might mean 
showing in the black figures, but with the Ken- 
tuckians, if a Lexington meeting breaks even, it 
is ‘fairly profitable,’ for that is as it should be. 

“Down in the Blue Grass region, the home of 
the Thoroughbred, it is really a sacrilege to talk 
of paying admission to a race track. 

“Why should we pay?’ ask the old Kentucky 
Colonels. ‘Haven’t we been breeding, racing and 
betting on horses ever since the great conflict 
between the North and the South?’ 

“And when one comes to think of it, why 
should they pay? The horse is their liveihood, 
their bread and in many instances it is their re- 
ligion. They breed their own horses. They race 
them, and every one of them likes to have a bet 
down. Who wouldn’t, even if it was only for the 
old mare’s sake? They like to see the colt 
browsing in the fields. They like to see the 
matronly affection that a Thoroughbred mare 
bestows upon her young and they enjoy and revel 
in it. 

“They like to see this young yearling come to 
the race track and be broken. They like to see 
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him put away then for a few months, brought 
out along the first of March and gotten ready 
for the races which usually open in the latter 
part of April. 


“They take pride in seeing their own product 
run. Take more pride than a farmer who stands 
on an eminence and overlooks a field of ripening 
grain and says ‘produced that, with the help of 
the soil.’ Naturally a breeder likes to see the 
young ones come home and grab a purse, even 
if it is only getting out of a maiden class. So 
with all this before us, why should one of these 
men pay to get into a race track? 


“It isn’t just right to ask them to do so, and 
as Lexington derives its support from such per- 
sons and they refuse to pay-—and more power to 
them—then how in the world can the Lexington 
meeting pay? It shouldn’t despite the claims of 
stockholders in the Breeders’ Association. 


“So when Lexington breaks even, it’s had a 
grand and glorious meeting. So the perfunctory 
reports which trickle from the Blue Grass region 
are that Lexington broken even. More power to 
it and a long life. It’s lived for more than a cen- 
tury now and our guess is that it will continue 
to exist for more than another century.” 


We do not say “amen” to this. We think every- 
body who enters a race course, with the exception 
of occasional distinguished persons visiting in 
the community and those who are actually con- 
cerned in the conduct of the racing, which is to 
say the officials, the actual owners of the horses, 
the trainers, the jockeys, the stablemen, the 
track employees, and the working newspaper- 
men, should pay. 

We do not believe the mere fact that a man is 
a breeder of horses entitles him to a badge to 
the races without his having paid for it. The 
breeder does not give the racing company or the 
patrons of the racing company his horses. He 
sells his horses, and he should be willing aye, 
eager, to put some of the proceeds into the pot 
for maintenance of the sport which supports his 
breeding business. 

We know it long has been the custom for 
breeders to exact free admission to the Kentucky 
Association course for themselves and their 
families and their friends and their friends’ fami- 
lies, and during later years the free list has been 
extended to include a horde of politicians and 
their henchmen. It is a matter for surprise, then, 
when Lexington’s race meeting shows a profit, 
as it did last spring. 

Had the free list been abolished long ago and 
the revenues accruing from racing been properly 
conserved, there would not have been a hiatus 
in Lexington’s racing history; the track would 
not have passed from the ownership of Lexing- 
tonians; its infield would not have been devoted 
for a period to the growing of hemp; its club- 
house would not have known the loss of valuable 
paintings, tapestries and rugs; it would not have 
had to await the coming of a gentleman from 
Tenessee to rehabilitate the decayed plant and 
restore racing to the community, and it would 
not, after the death of Captain Sam Brown have 


been necessary to call in money from the out- 
side to keep it going. 

No, the free list to breeders, as well as others, 
is bad for racing, and the sooner it is abolished 
entirely, the sooner Lexington will be able to 
have and support an adequately beautiful racing 
ground, such as should be at the home of the 
Thoroughbred horse. 

We are hopeful that some day Kentucky will 
have a State Racing Commission composed of 
men who will order the associations to abolish 
the practice of puting out free badges; will ask 
the Legislature to readjust the tax on racing so 
that plants in smaller communities will not be 
required to pay so much as plants in larger com- 
munities; and will require the racing companies 
to maintain adequate stakes and purse funds, and 
have competent officials to the end that the sport 
may always flourish and the breeding industry 
prosper. 


PROGRESS.. 
OL. M. J. WINN, president of the American 
Turf Association, has closed a deal with 
Jack Bahr for a fourteen stalls starting gate, 
the same to be the property of the Washington 
Park and Lincoln Fields organizations and to be 
used at those tracks. 

This purchase came after the stalls had been 
used at Hawthorne and Lincoln Fields, the first 
tracks in which the American Turf Association 
is interested to employ the modern starting con- 
trivance, and it now may be taken as probable 
that starting contrivance, and it now may be 
taken as probable that starting from stalls will 
be introduced at Churchill Downs and Latonia 
next season, and perhaps Lexington. 

The Jarvis-Waggoner gate had an unsatisfac- 
tory try-out on a bad day at Lexington two 
seasons back, and since then nothing so progres- 
sive as the use of starting stalls has been at- 
tempted in Kentucky. 

The day after the close of the Lexington meet- 
ing, Starter William Hamilton informed THE 
BLOoD-HORSE that he is wanting a starting gate 
for himself and he has up the subject with Guy 
Waggoner, of Fort Worth, Texas, in whose plant 
the Jarvis-Waggoner stalls were built. 

Mr. Hamilton says he has not used or seen the 
Bahr gate, but from the photographs and de- 
scription of it he judges it to be a combination 
of the ideas embraced in the Bradley-Stewart 
gate in use at the New Orleans Fair Grounds and 
the Jarvis-Waggoner gate. 

It is Mr. Hamilton’s idea that by removing the 
front individual barriers and the back doors and 
using a single release, the Jarvis-Waggoner gate 
can be made most serviceable of any yet con- 
structed. The removal of the back doors on this 
machine will permit horses to have free action, 
since Mr. Hamilton well says: ‘You cannot suc- 
cessfully put a Thoroughbred in a pen at the 
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starting post, that being entirely against his 
nature.” 

Mr. Hamilton took occasion to say also that 
his position relative to starting gates has been 
misunderstood. “I am not opposed to stalls, as 
has been stated,’”’ he said. “On the other hand, 
I favor, except where they work injury to the 
horses, as some of them do. 

“The Bradley-Stewart stalls are the best I 
have used, but they are not portable, and the 
overstructure leaves a shadow on the track, 
which is not well. My chief objection to the 
Waite stalls, with which I have had a ripe ex- 
perience at Jefferson Park, is the heavy steel 
strip which lies on the track under them to sup- 
port the stalls in position. On this a number of 
horses have been injured. 

“Use of the stalls is of advantage to a starter 
in that they relieve him entirely of responsibility 
for such as may be left at the post, except, of 
course, where the unlocking arrangement may 
be defective, it being the duty of the starter to 
see, as nearly as it is possible for him to see, that 
everything is in proper working order. 

“When a horse is in the stall and the starter 
releases the barrier, that is the end of it. The 
owner then cannot blame the starter should his 
horse refuse to leave the stall. Such an incident 
then becomes a reflection upon the trainer, and 
the subject is transferred from the owner and 
starter to the owner and trainer.” 

The purchase by Colonel Winn and the plan of 
Starter Hamilton to have a gate of his own de- 
notes the progress that is being made in the 
starting situation.

We think the fact that C. Bruce Head filled the 
office of general manager at Lincoln Fields may 
have contributed greatly to the success of the 
meeting just closed. 


The decision of the Nebraska Supreme Court 
means that if the people of Omaha desire racing 
to be restored as a part of the activities—the 
supportive part, we have heard it called—at Ak- 
Sar-Ben Field, they must find legislative sanc- 
tion. 


“Sickle, now at Elmendorf, impresses some 
who have seen him since his arrival from Eng- 
land that he is “rather of a small order” as to 
size, so we are passing along this rather pat 
comment found in Rapier’s notes in Sporting and 
Dramatic (London) September 14; ‘“Phalaris 
never did get big horses in the matter of stature.” 


Daily Racing Form remarks that General 
Manager C. Bruce Head of Lincoln Fields said 
“Chicago, during this season, had more racing 


progress than had ever been shown in any other 
city.” Horsemen evidently are of the same 
opinion, otherwise they would not have made 
demands upon the Hawthorne management to 
give purses commensurate with existing con- 
ditions. 

President Stuyvesant Peabody of Lincoln 
Fields Jockey Club is quoted by Daily Racing 
Form as having declared the meeting just closed 
to have been “the greatest in the four seasons of 
racing at the Crete plant,” and that “the future 
policy would embrace every detail for greater 
racing.’”’ We wonder if increased purses and more 
stakes will be announced as one of the “details 
for greater racing.’ We think, now that the 
plant has been abundantly beautified and en- 
larged, better pay for the performances is the 
first detail to be considered. 


MIKE HALL 


IKE HALL, 5-year-old bay gelding by *Hour- 
less—-*Clonakilty, by Catmint, property of 
Robert M. Eastman, owner of a great Chicago 
printing establishment, is now on his way to 


England to be the second Thoroughbred from 
America to take part in important racing events 
on the English courses this year, the other, of 
course, being the illustrious Reigh Count. 

Mike Hall occupies one of the best boxes in 
the steamship Minnewaska, in which *Sickle 
came over and in which *Stefan the Great is 
returning to England. He is accompanied by 
Leo Cargile, who regularly rides him at exercise, 
and by his groom. C. J. Fitz Gerald, who is 
managing the noted gelding on this sporting 
expedition, also is on the boat. When he arrives 
in England he will be placed in the hands of 
Bazil Jarvis, the trainer who brought Papyrus to 
Bemont Park for his memorable match against 
Zev. Mike Hall’s objectives are the Cesarewitch 
and the Cambridgeshire, the former to be de- 
cided October 16 and the latter to be run October 
30, the former at 2 1-4 miles and the latter at 
1 1-8 miles. In each he has been assigned 119 
pounds. 

Mike Hall had his final gallop before departure 
at Belmont Park Friday morning, September 27. 
Ridden by Leo Cargile in the presence of R. M. 
Eastman, Hal Price Headley, his former owner, 
Cc. J. Fitz Gerald, and a group of trainers in- 
cluding Pete Coyne, Bert Mitchell and Max 


‘Hirsch, all of whom held watches, the strdy 


gelding galloped 1 1-2 miles in 2:33, the last mile 
in company with another horse. The half-mile 
was in :48 2-5, 6 furlongs in 1:13 3-5, the mile 
in 1:39, 1 1-4 miled in 2:05 2-5. The trial was 
smoothly done and all who saw it pronounced it 
excellent. 

Though they realize the tremendous task be- 
fore the son of *Hourless, American Turfmen are 
generally very enthusiastic about this purely 
sporting venture, and the superb condition of the 
gelding and his fine trial on the eve of his de- 
parture, September 28, inspires hope that he may 
be successful in one if not both of the handicaps 
on the other side, even though English book- 
makers hold him so cheaply as 25 to 1 for either 
of them. ° 
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NEW YORK 
MARTIS RULING SUSTAINED. 
TEWARDS of The Jockey Club, at a meeting 
Tuesday, September 24, heard the appeal of 
Walter Schuttler, owner of Martis, and sustained 
the Aqueduct stewards, who had disqualified 
Martis from first money in the Oakdale Claiming 
Handicap. The disqualification was on the ground 
that Martis was not among the eligibles for the 
stake. Martis had run five times as Cowlitz, and 
Cowlitz had run as Martis, the identities of the 


two horses having become mixed in the Dorwood 
Stable. 


JOHN H. MADDEN DIES. 


In his seventieth year and after a lingering 
illness, John H. Madden, father of Cole J. and 
Edward Madden, for many years commissioners 
in the clubhouse at the New York tracks, died 
at Le Roy Sanitarium in New York September 
24. Funeral services were at Malba, L. I., and 
interment was in Boston, Mass. 

WIDENER’S AMBITION. 

The Morning Telegraph (New York) says it is 
Joseph E. Widener’s ambition to see forty horses 
competing in a futurity, and adds: “There is 
ample room in the wide straightaway bearing his 
name, which slants diagonally across the main 
course and is the best thing of the kind to be 
found anywhere for more than forty Futurity 
contestants.” 


GREYOLA WINS STAKES. 

The feature race of the program at Aqueduct, 
September 23, was the thirteenth running of 
the Bellrose Claiming Stakes (5 furlongs, :59, 
track fast, net value $3,750) and was won by 
Canyon Stable’s Greyola, beating P. S. P. Ran- 
dolph’s Gay Past by three lengths. Dorwood 
Stable’s Mombasa was third a length back and 
nose in front of G. A. Cochran’s Lamp Black. 
Shady Lady, Dress Ship, Stephanite, Jodphur, 
Mild and Red Mountain finished as named. Lamp 
Black set the early pace with Mombasa and 
Greyola close up. At the stretch Greyola re- 
sponded to urging, took command, and was 
drawing away at the end.

Flying Gal, the juvenile daughter of *Sir 
Gallahad III and *Filante, by Sardanapale, easily 
won the twelfth running of the Babylon Handi- 
cap (3-4 mile, 1:13, track fast, net value $5,275) 
at Aqueduct, September 24. Flying Gal displayed 
good speed from the start, holding her first 
position all the way to win by two lengths from 
Starpatic, which was a neck in front of Stanton, 
and Raccoon four lengths back in fourth place. 
Swatter, Sun Falcon, and Wrestler finished in the 
order named. 

Flying Gal won the Schuylerville Stakes at 
Saratoga and her pedigree and family details 
were published in THE BLOOD-HoRSE No. 19, 
page 19. 


BAYVIEW CLAIMING TO CHICATIE. 


The feature of the card at Aqueduct, Septem- 
ber 25, was the thirteenth running of the Bayview 
Claiming Handicap (1 1-6 miles, 1:46, track fast, 
net value $3,625) and the Fair Stable’s Chicatie 
furnished a thrilling finish when Jockey Maiben 
got the colt up in the last few strides to win 
by a nose from Low Gear from the A. W. Went- 
zel stable. Belair.Stud Stable’s Priscilla Carter 
was third and Bud Fisher’s Dail was fourth and 
last. Chicatie was in fourth position until the 
stretch when he moved up past Dail, and then 
in the final strides wore down Low Gear to win 
by a narrow margin.

GALLANT FOX SCORES. 


Gallant Fox, the good son of *Sir Gallahad III 

Marguerite, by Celt (Pedigree and family de- 
tails in BLOOD-HORSE No. 19, page 18), which 
races for William Woodward's Belair Stable, 
proved his quality when he easily won the Junior 
Champion Stakes (1 mile, 1:38, track fast, net 
value $8,000) at Aqueduct, September 28. He 
finished two lengths in front of Fair Stable’s 
Desert Light, Catawba Stable’s Sir Johren, eight 
lengths back in third place, and Dark Sea 
finished fourth and last. Sir Johren set the early 
pace and Gallant Fox was rated back, moved up 
steadily when called on, shook off Desert Light 
and had speed in reserve. Gallant Fox won the 
Flash Stakes at Saratoga. 
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SUN BEAU DEFEATS DIAVOLO. 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun Beau defeated the 
champion stayer Diavolo, which races for the 
Wheatley Stable, in the twelfth running of the 
Aqueduct Handicap (1 1-8 miles, 1:50, track fast, 
net value $5,650) at Aqueduct, September 28. 
Diavolo was:a length back and three-quarters of 
a length in front of Live Oak, the only other 
starter. Live Oak set the early pace, with Sun 
Beau forcing it, until the three-quarter ground, 
when Sun Beau disposed of Live Oak and out- 
stayed Diavolo in the final drive.

and Loved One. Mileage won and was sister to 
Madcap (winner and dam of Mad Hatter, Mad 
Play, Sabine and the producer Mill Maid. Lady 
Madge was a stake winner and also produced 
Madman and Sprite, dam of Sprint. Lady Mar- 
garet was a stake winner and produced eight 
winners. 


HE KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION on Septem- 


ber 25 closed its autumn meeting of ten days 
with a muddy track after a night and morning 
of rain, with showers during the afternoon, but 
for all of that a fine attendance, attracted by the 
twentieth running of the Breeders’ Futurity, 
which race, as frequently before in its history, 
was marred by foul riding. 

Audley Farm’s Gallant Knight, trained by Kay 
Spence and ridden by Clarence McCrossen, won 
the race by half a length from J. B. Respess’ 
Busy, a length better than R. S. Clark’s Galaday, 
third, with Three D’s Stock Farm’s Pansy Walker 
fourth a length and a half back and five lengths 
in front of Southland Stable’s All Upset, a head 
better than Hal Price Headley’s Alcibiades, she a, 
length and a half in front of Southland Stable’s 
Playtime, last. 

At the post Galaday was on the inside, Alci- 
biades next, Gallant Knight next, Pansy Walker 
fourth, Playtime fifth, Busy sixth and All Upset 
on the outside. Shortly after they began run- 
ning, Pansy Walker, ridden by Steve O’Donnell, 
and All Upset, ridden by Zucchini, went across so 
sharply as to put Gallant Knight against Alci- 
biades, knocking her to her knees, and seriously 
retarding Galaday, which filly was repeatedly 
interfered with until she gained clear sailing at 
the beginning of the last three furlongs, through 
which she came on the outside and was running 
fastest of all at the finish. 

Busy had been lucky to escape the jam in the 


early stages, and was threatening through the 
last sixteenth until Gallant Knight crowded her 
nearing the finish. For this McCrossen was 
suspended for thirty days, but nothing was done 
about the foul riding in the early stages of the 
race, whereby the chances of the favorite, Alci- 
biades, were completely destroyed, and where 
Galaday received a setback which prevented her 
winning, as she might have done. 

The time of the race, which was over the Fu- 
turity Course (180 feet less than 6 furlongs), 
was 1:12 3-5. The race was worth $19,229 to 
the winner, $5,584 to second, $2,792 to third, and 
$315 to fourth. B. B. Jones, the master of 
Audley Farm, received $500 as nominator of the 
winner; J. B. Respess, $300 as noinator of second, 
and A. B. Hancock $200, as nominator of third.

STUD NEWS 


*SAN UTAR 100 PER CENT FERTILE. 
ROM Le Mar Stock Farm, the breeding es- 
tablishment of Leo J. Marks, near Lexington, 
on the road to Paris, comes the very welcome 
news that the test to determine *San Utar’s de- 
gree of fertility as a stallion discloses him to be 
100 per cent potent. 

*San Utar therefore becomes a valuable ad- 
dition to the list of horses intended for the im- 
provement of the breed in America. He is eight © 
years old, chestnut in color, by Sunder (Sun- 
dridge—Divorce Court), out of *Yokohama, by 
Santoi, she out of Spring Chicken, by Gallinule, 
the Alice Hawthorn branch of the No. 4 family. 

*San Utar was brought to this country by the 
late James W. Corrigan and under his colors won 
several races including the Cincinnati Free Press 
Handicap and the Clark Handicap. He had bril- 
liant speed, winning at a mile in 1:37 and setting 
a track record at Coney Island, 1:43 for the mile 
and one-eighth. 

When he was retired to the stud in 1928, he 
was visited by two mares, neither of which pro- 
duced, and there was a report out to the effect 
that he was not fertile. When he was sold after 
the death of Mr. Corrigan he became the prop- 
erty of Mose Lowenstein who put him in training 
again, but he did not stand, and last spring Leo 
J. Marks took an interest in him. It was decided 
to send him to Le Mar Stock Farm and test him. 
Five mares—*Amalette, Culture, Spikelet, Fay 
Shaw and Clara Bell—were sent to his court, and 
during the past week, after veterinary examina- 
tion, they were all pronounced to be in foal. 

The announcement now is made by Mr. Marks 
that *San Utar will make the season of 1930 at 
Lemar Stock Farm, and that it is likely, though 
not definitely determined, that both Misstep and 
Canaan will be retired and also make the season 
there. 

*Yokohama, dam of *San Utar, was a stake 
winner in England and is also the dam of Per- 
haps, Ferdinand, Yokel and Yeddo, stakes winner, 
Royal Yoke (dam of Royal Record) and *Yam, 
dam of Yam Toy.

Clear Sky, 
African, Cartago and Gaffsman finished in the 
order named. Frisius won this race in much the 
same manner as he won the Stanley Produce 
Stakes, moving into a long lead, was taken under 
restraint entering the back stretch, galloped 
along at a fast pace, withstood opposition for a 
brief period from Gaffsman, and under a good 
ride, held Iollan safe. In both races he was 
ridden by D. McAuliffe.

The R. T. Wilson en- 
try, Sunfire and African, went to the post as big 
favorites in the betting, but were never contend- 
ers. Iollan rated along in close pursuit of 
Amsterdam and approaching the last turn went 
to the front, was shaken up in the final quarter 
and increased his lead to four lengths in the 
final eighth. He paid his backers $41.45 for a 
$2 mutuel ticket.

Donna Henrietta won and also pro- 
duced Hectagon, Historic, Henpecked and *Djin- 
ette, producer. *Bella-Donna was a great pro- 
ducer. She was the dam of Beldame, Don do Oro, 
Don Drego, and Donna Mia, (dam of Dragnet, 
Mizzen, Flare, Dona Roca, and others). 


BEAU OF THE WEST WINS TWO. 

Beau of the West, which races for the Seagram 
Stable, won two stakes at Woodbine Park dur- 
ing the seven days meeting, the Woolavington 
Cup Handicap (1 1-8 miles, 1:53 4-5, track fast, 
net value $1,040), for 3-year-olds and upward 
foaled in Canada, September 25; and the Dur- 
ham Cup Handicap (1 3-4 miles, 3:03 2-5, track 
fast, net value $3,740), September 28. 

Mrs. E. Glassco’s Mr. Gaiety finished second in 
the Woolavington Cup Handicap, three lengths 
back of the winner and seven lengths in front 
of Mineralogist, which was a head in front of 
Perlapides, fourth and last. Beau of the West 
raced into an early lead, had a challenge from Mr. 
Gaiety at the stretch, but drew away after leav- 
ing the final eighth post. 

In the Durham Cup Handicap Beau of the West 
won by four lengths from the Riverdale Stable’s 
Attack. which was only a neck in front of Lind- 
say. Willingdon, Vestip, Mineralogist finished as 
named, and Mr. Gaiety, the other starter, was in 
close quarters between Willingdon and Lindsay in 
front of the stand, and in taking him up to come 
to the outside was taken off his stride and 
stumbled and fell.

S THE BLOOD-HORSE was going to press for 
the previous number, news of the death of 
Samuel Clay Hildreth, the celebrated trainer, at 


the Fifth Avenue Hospital, New York, Septem- 
ber 24, was received and was included in our 
columns under the report of his having under- 
gone an operation the previous day. 

Mr. Hildreth had been forced to suspend his 
duties during the Saratoga meeting and he then 
went to his home at Stromboli Farm, Jobstown, 
N. J. He remained there until his physicians ad- 
vised that an operation was urgently necessary, 
and on September 20 he was transferred to the 
Fifth Avenue Hospital in New York, where he 
was attended by his wife, formerly Miss Mary 
Cook, of Saratoga Springs, and daughter and Mrs. 
Hildreth’s sister, Mrs. Frank Taylor. The opera- 
tion was performed by Dr. Benjamin T. Tilton. 

The body was removed to Campbell’s Funeral 
Home, Broadway and 66th Street, from where it 
was taken Thursday morning, September 26, to 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Fifth Avenue and 5lst 
Street, for the requiem mass at 10 o’clock and 
thence to Saratoga Springs for interment. 

The funeral services were largely attended 
by the racing people of the East and there were 
many expressions of regret at the passing of 
this master trainer who had so soon followed 
to the grave his old friend and rival, James 
Rowe. 

Mr. Hildreth was born May 16, 1866, at In- 
dependence, Mo., the son of Vincent Hildreth, a 
farmer who kept a string of quarter horses and 
did much racing on the short, straight paths of 
the West. As soon as he was able to sit on a 
horse, Mr. Hildreth’s riding experience began. 


He continued as a jockey until he was 16 years 
old, when he devoted his attention ‘to plating 
runners and became very expert. The following 
year he became trainer for Mr. Paris, at Parsons, 
Kansas, and four years later, in 1887, he went to 
the East and got together a string of horses 
for himself. 

He was sufficiently successful to attract the 
attention of the late E. J. “Lucky” Baldwin and 
became the trainer for that famous figure of the 
Western Turf. In subsequent years he sometimes 
trained for himself and again for others. Among 
his employers were numbered Edward Corrigan, 
W. C. Whitney, E. E. Smathers, Charles Kohler 
and August Belmont, all having passed on ahead 
of him. 

He took a string of horses to France for 
Charles Kohler, after the closing of the tracks in 
New York in 1911, and while he was there Mr. 
Kohler died. On his return to America the fol- 
lowing year, Mr. Hildreth became trainer for 
August Belmont and was very successful with 
The Nursery Stud horses for several years, after 
which he trained his own until 1920, when he 
made the connection with Rancocas Stable, with 
Harry F. Sinclair as principle, which was severed 
only by his death. 

There were many times during his colorful 
career as jockey, plater, trainer, owner and 
breeder that the Hildreth fortunes were high and 
again low, but he gained well in finances in his 
latter years and his death finds him rated as 
wealthy. From a salary of $40 per month as 
trainer for Mr. Paris at Parsons, Kansas, he at- 
tained a salary of $40,000 per year as trainer for 
Rancocas Stable. 

It would not be possible to state accurately the

amount of money won by horses trained by Mr. 
Hildreth, because records have not been kept, 
but on one occasion recently he said in answer to 
the question that he supposed they had won as 
much as $5,000,000. 

In 1909, 1910 and 1911, he headed the list of 
winning owners in America, and in 1921, 1922 and 
1923 Rancocas Stable had that distinction. The 
Rancocas Stable earnings in 1923 of $438,849 
stand as the greatest sum ever won in any year 
by any owner in the world. 

In 1921 he saddled the winners of 85 races, 
heading the list of trainers in America, and in 
1927 he again was at the top of the list with 72 
winners. 

Toano was the horse which won most fre- 
quently for Mr. Hildreth in his earliest days on 
regulation courses, but in after years he handled 
some very prominent horses, including McChes- 
ney, Admiration, Montgomery, Warning, Lucien 
Appleby, Gonfalon, Witful, Rapid Water, Uncle, 
*Vulcain, Topsoil, FitzHerbert, Novelty, King 
James, Zeus, Restigouche, Dalmatian, Puggins, 
Friar Rock, *Hourless, Stromboli, Priscillian, 
Mad Hatter, Purchase, Grey Lag, Zev, Kai Sang, 
Lucullite, Inchcape, Bud Lerner, Little Chief, 
Ariel, Nedana, Mokatam and Grattan. 

With Aamiration, when in the employ of Wil- 
liam C. Whitney, he had won a match race from 
May Hempstead. He saddled *“Hourless when he 
defeated *Omar Khayyam in their match race, 
and likewise he saddled Zev in the successful 
contest against Papyrus. 

He was fond of the horses he trained. He rated 
Purchase the greatest of them all. His affection 
for Stromboli is well known. He bought the 
gelding for $1,000 after he had broken down, 
brought him back to the races, won a goodly 
wager, and then bought a farm of 200 acres near 
Rancocas, Jobstown, N. J., and put Stromboli 
in it, a pensioner for life. He is still there, the 
only horse he owned or in which he had an inter- 
est at the time of his death. 

There has for long been a popular notion that 
Mr. Hildreth was interested with Harry F. Sin- 
clair in the ownership of the horses, of which 
there are some 200, including the racing string, 
known as the Rancocas Stud, but since his death 
it has been stated that this impression was er- 
roneous. 

What disposition may now be made of Ran- 
cocas only Mr. Sinclair is in position to say. 
Whether he will undertake to secure another 
manager-trainer and carry on the establishment 
of 1,244 acres and the stud, or whether he will 
disperse his horse holdings and sell the farm, is 
something for the future. It will not be easy to 
fill Mr. Hildreth’s place, and it may be difficult 
to sell the establishment. 


AGUA CALIENTE. 

AMES N. CROFTON, general manager of the 

new Agua Caliente plant, is enroute from 
Baja California for a visit to Fairmount Park, 
Hawthorne, Douglas Park, Laurel and Jamaica 
to meet his “field agents” and check up on the 
stables which will be represented at his meeting 
the coming winter. Those who have been doing 
“missionary work” for Agua Caliente are Baron 
Long, now back in San Diego; Marshall Cassidy, 
now enroute from Toronto to the new plant: 
Emmet Leighninger (Lanny), now in New York; 
Tommy Gorman and Jack Campbell, now in 
Maryland; George W. Shilling, now in Canada 
and shortly to be at Louisville and later at Fair- 
mount Park; and R. F. Carman, now at Chicago. 


DONCASTER SALES 


fox yearling sales at Doncaster in September 
this year aggregated 289,688 guineas ($1,448,- 
440) as against 398,130 guineas ($1,990,650) in 
1928. Thus there was a decrease of $542,210, by 
comparison with last year, and “Mankato” dis- 
cusses it as follows: 

“The drop in yearling values which became 
apparent on Wednesday was still more 
marked on Thursday, when the averages for 
Shedmere and Lord Furness’s yearlings fell 
50 per cent., and colts and fillies from other 
studs by some of the higher-priced sires sold 
badly. 

“The cause of the depression falls under 
several headings. There is, first, the long- 
continued spell of hard going. 

“A number of 2-year-olds have never yet 
been even trained, and owners who paid sub- 
stantial sums for yearlings in 1928 do not 
feel inclined to invest further until they 
glean some information concerning’ the 
abilities of their 2-year-olds. 

“Then there is the circumstance that cer- 
tain of the big buyers are not purchasing 
this year. The high bids of the Aga Khan 
and Lord Glanely made an immense differ- 
ence to the averages of all the fashionable 
studs. Both are vendors of yearlings this 
year. 

“The Aga Khan’s draft was sold at Deau- 
ville and Lord Glanely is sending up some 
twelve lots to the First October Sale at New- 
market. They are surplus stock. 

“There is also the basal fact that blood- 
stock values had become unduly inflated. 
There are only a limited number of valuable 
weight-for-age prizes to be won. All the 
more expensive yearlings could not win one 
or more of these races at two or three years 
of age, but they have been of late years 
bought as if they were certain, one and all, 
to win these more valuable stakes year by 

ear. 

. “Prior to the Doncaster Sales one read com- 
ments on the fact that only a small propor- 
tion of the yearlings sold in 1928 had been 
returned winners in 1922, but if the lists of 
engagements are analyzed it will be found the 
number of winners is in pretty close accord 
with pure mathematical expectation, in cal- 
culating which the home-bred non-sale en- 
tries and winners have to form part of the 
data. 

“At the same time, it should be clearly un- 
derstood that if a breeder of sale yearlings 
uses sires standing at 300gs. ($1,500) to 
500gs. ($2,500) he will lose money unless he 
obtains close on a 2,000gs. ($10,000) ‘average 
for his yearlings.” 

Last year the average for 344 yearlings at Don- 
caster was approximately $5,785, and this year for 
312 head it was approximately $4,625, a drop of 
approximately $1,160 per head. Heads of affairs 
in England, however, are not downhearted over 
this slump. They say “the bloodstock industry 
was never in more flourishing condition,’ and 
that “what has been lost on the yearlings will 


come back on the mares.”

LINCOLN FIELDS. 


FFICIALS of the Lincoln Fields Jockey Club, 

namely President Stuyvesant Peabody, Gen- 
eral Manager C. Bruce Head and Executive Di- 
rector M. J. Winn, have expressed entire satis- 
faction with the meeting, the fourth since the 
plant was built, which closed Saturday, Sep- 
tember 28. They have said it was the best in the 
Crete track’s history, and Colonel Winn is quoted 
as having said Lincoln Fields had never before 
attracted such high class patronage. 

This is not difficult to understand when one 
remembers the wonderful interest in racing built 
up by Manager Roy Carruthers and his associates 
at Arlington Park. Colonel Winn has well said: 


“All of us are more than pleased over the ex- 
ceptional success of our meeting,” and one of his 
good friends has likewise well said that the 
Colonel, as President of the American Turf 
Association, could well afford to have his organi- 
zation extend a vote of thanks to John D. Hertz, 
Charles McCulloch, Otto W. Lehmann and Roy 
Carruthers for the part they have played in mak- 
ing the stock of the A. T. A. worth a lot more 
than if Arlington Park had continued in other 
hands, or even had it been purchased by the 

The horse owners are entitled to share in the 
greater prosperity of racing at Lincoln Fields 
and the company shouldn't put itself in the 
position of having to be asked to do that which 
Arlington Park voluntarily has done. 


HAWTHORNE. 


The Cicero plant of the Chicago Business Men’s 
Racing Association opened its meeting of twelve 
days Monday, September 28, but it looked for a 
time as if there might be a hitch in proceedings. 

Purses of $1,200 minimum had been announced. 
The Thoroughbred Horse Association heads in- 
quired as to the sentiment of the horsemen rac- 
ing in the Chicago district. They found the 
voice of the group practically unanimous in ex- 
pressing opinion that the success of the previous 
meeting, which is said to have been in keeping 
with the successes at Arlington Park and Lin- 
coln Fields, would justify demand for $1,500, and 
the demand was made. 

It was not readily met, but a conference re- 
sulted in a compromise, the agreement being 
that $1,200 will be the minimum the first six days 
and $1,500 the minimum the last six days. 

It is noted that Daily Racing Form, the day 
before the opening, said: “What undoubtedly 
may prove to be the greatest fall meeting ever 
held in Chicago is scheduled to begin at the old 
Hawthorne course Monday. A continuation of 
the present Indian summer weather is all that is 
necessary for the realization of the above pre- 
diction.” 

The forecast of Daily Racing Form, to say 
nothing of the results at Arlington Park and 
Lincoln Fields, indicates that the horsemen were 
lenient in the acceptance of a compromise, and 
that the Hawthorne management has unneces- 
sarily put itself in the way of criticism for what 
appears to be indisposition toward liberal treat- 
ment of those who furnish the horses for the 
sport they have this year found to pay so well. 


GOLDEN PRINCE AGAIN. 


Lincoln Fields closed its meeting of 30 days on 
Saturday, September 28, with the fourth running 
of the Marquette Handicap (1 1-8 miles, fast 
track, 1:50, net value to winner $8,640) as the 
feature event, and the prize went handily to the 
Coffroth Handicap winner, Golden Prince. 


In addition to Golden Prince (112) ridden by 
J. Parmalee, Karl Eitel (112), Montanaro (104), 
Blackwood (112), Rolled Stocking (114) and 
Lady Broadcast (105) were starters and finished 
as named. Rolled Stocking was the favorite and 
set the pace for the first six furlongs, with Karl 
Eitel in serious contention all of that distance, 
and into the stretch Karl Eitel led by a neck. 


Golden Prince had been laying off the pace 
in third position until they reached the straight 
for home, when he came strongly and drew away 
in the last seventy yards to win handily by a 
length and a half. Karl Eitel was half a length 
in front of Montanaro at the finish. The others 
were entirely out of contention after the first 
six furlongs. Karl Eitel killed off Rolled Stock- 
ing, but he was not equal to the task of sustain- 
ing himself against an equally weighted oppon- 
ent like Golden Prince, two years his senior. 

Golden Prince surely was a fortunate buy 
for Harry Unna, who has shown himself to be a 
most capable horseman, not alone in the han- 
dling of the son of *Golden Guinea, but others 
as well. By the way, Tommy Botts, from 
whom Mr. Unna purchased Golden Prince, has 
another son of the unfortunate sire which he says 
is as swift as lightning, and which he is expecting 
to bring to the races in good fettle next season. 
The expression unfortunate sire is used because it 
is not likely that *Golden Guinea ever will be of 
service again. He broke a bone in his left 
shoulder last April, and, while he is able to graze 
a little now and then. he is far from normal. He 
now is owned by the Insurance Company of 
North America and is at Greenwich Stud, near 
Lexington.

There have been several articles in different 
horse papers in the past few weeks regarding 
the first usage of the word “thoroughbred.” 

It may be of interest to you to know that the 
earliest use that I have found of this word in 
Kentucky appears in The Kentucky Gazette, 
under date of Feb. 8th, 1794, as follows: 

“Kentucky Gazette, Feb. 8, 1794. 

The Beautiful Thoroughbred Horse 
ALFRED, 

Will stand the ensuing season at Lexington 
on every Monday and Tuesday; the rest of 
the week in my stable in Woodford County 
and will cover mares a guinea cash, or six 
dollars payable in any species of country 
produce at the Lexington market price and 
deliverable at my distillery in said town of 
Lexington or Woodford—cash to be paid at 
the expiration of the season; the produce on 
or before the first day of December following. 
There will be excellent pasturage provided 
for the mares sent to my farm gratis, the 
greatest attention paid to them but I will 
not be responsible for escapes or accidents. 

(Signed) PEYTON SHORT.” 

Unfortunately as the advertiser failed to give 
Alfred’s pedigree there is no way of tracing this 
horse.

“Salvator,” in a recent article said: “The word 
‘thoroughbred’ seems to have first fallen from the 
pen of John Lawrence. It was Lawrence who 
first introduced it to type in his book on the 
horse, published in London in 1796.” 

John L. O’Connor came forward with the infor- 
mation that Dr. Condit, of Orange, N. J., pub- 
lished the following advertisement ‘as early as 
1778 in a New Jersey newspaper,” name of paper 
not given: 

“‘LIBERTY’ four years old this spring. He is 
a Selim colt out of a Dove mare, and is full- 
blooded and THOROUGHBRED.” 

Thus he found the word to have been used 18 
years earlier in America than “Salvator” dated 
its first use in England, but that was not the 
earliest use discovered by Mr. O’Connor. In an 
English work entitled ‘An Historical List of All 
Plates and Prizes Run for in England and Wales,” 
by John Cheny, published in London in 1738, he 
found the following advertisement: 

“To Be Sold 
“The Stud of William Metcalf, Esq. con- 
sisting of Breeding-Mares, Stallions and Colts 

of all ages; The colts are likely to be 12 

Stone horses, THOROUGHBRED, and very 

promising either for Gallopers or Hunters; 

and may be seen at Clifton near York, and 
will be sold at reasonable prices.”
